1. Purchase Hardcopy of the National 
Building Code of India 2005 from 
Bureau of Indian Standards. Cost in 
India: Rs. 12440 (US$200). Cost outside 
of India: $2,765. 

2. Scan the Code, process it for OCR, 
make it available as a PDF file. 

3. Double-key the contents: type the 
complete volume with two independent 
teams and compare the results to 
remove errors. 

4. Set the text as valid XHTML, extract 
all the graphic files as JPG images. 

5. Convert all the formulas from a JPG 
image to the MATHML language. 

6. Convert all the diagrams from a JPG 
image to the SVG open vector format. 

7. Create a screen style sheet using CSS 
for online viewing. 

8. Create a print style sheet using CSS 
for printed copies. 

9. Obtain high resolution copyright-free 
photos of India from the U.S. Library 
of Congress photographic collection, 
use those as section dividers. 

10. Convert the XHTML to a PDF 
file using the print style sheet. 

Release those for unrestricted use 
on the Internet. 

11. Design a dust jacket. 

12. Use the Lulu print-on-demand service 
to create this special two-volume 
edition of the Reconstituted National 
Building Code of India 2005.
